cate fragrance w‘"' linger in the associations 
of those we would have remember us long 
after we ourselves have passed from sight. 

That perfome and that which pertains to 
perfumes is a luxury we might do without is 
a moot point; there are luxuries and luxu- 
ries. The use of the very best scent—and 
that alone, of course, is thinkable—is often 
highly hygienic in its influence on the user 
and others. It almost invariably conveys a 
sense of fastidiousness that is wholly desirable. 
An unpronounceable but sensible feeling of

BEDROOM LUXURIES.

HE really comfortable bedroom requires 
ga many little additions to the necessities 
of equipment. Of special interest is a 
combined folding table and cabinet for the 
bedside. The whole structure revolves on a 
pivot, so that when the breakfast tray, etc., 
is no longer in use the table can be swung 
away from the bed at a touch, and the other 
side of-the cabinet containing bookshelves and 
a space for writing materials, etc., brought 
to hand.

convenient, are the adjustable 


electric lamps, which can be hooked on to the | 


bedstead and bent into whatever. position is 
required. ‘There is thus no glare and -no 
strain to the eyes of the reader or worker. 
Where a gas-heating stove is in use a patent 
valve, which regulates the heat and’ keeps 
it at whatever temperature is desired, is par- 
ticularly useful. This little deviee can be 
fixed to any gas stove, and adjusted to the 
degree of heat desimable. 

One of the trials of the bad sleeper or the 
invalid is the hot water bottle that loses its 
heat when warmth and comfort are most 
desirable—#.e¢., in the early hours of the morn- 
The new metal hot air bottles hold the 
heat for a much longer period, and can be 
rélied upon to keep. hot all night. A metal 
disc is heated and placed inside a safety- 
fastened container, which can, in .its turn, 
be enveloped in a felt or flannel. cover, and 
the metal thus retains its warmth much 
longer than a water-filled boitle. 

Equally useful is the chemical hot bag, 
which will keep hot for ninety-six hours at a 
time if required. This bed-warmer has the 
appeatance of a red rubber hot water bottle, 
but consists of an inner bag of linen contain- 
ing a chemical which only requires the addi- 
tion of a spoonful of cold’ water to make it 
generate heat. The bag is placed in the 
rubber envelope arid shaken well, and will 
then remain hot all through the night. 

Very useful, too, is an electric immersion 
heater, which gives instant aid when a hot 
drink is desired without the usual complica- 
tions of Fána This small rod-like 
appliance ra ed in the cup or jug of liquid 
to be hea and raises the temperature to 
n> gp point in a few seconds by connecting 
the 


evice to an .electric plug or lighting 
socket.

| GAS COOKING STOVES. 


EEP the stove and ail utensils scrupn- 
kK lously clean from top to bottom, inside 
and out. 

All loose fittings in the oven should be 
frequently removed and thoroughly. cleansed. 
Strong hot soda bg water, with scouring 
soap, should be used 

Pots and pans for boiling should be as 
broad and flat as possible, to utilise the heat 
to the best advantage. Keep them free from 
loose dirt outside. 

Do not use a pan that has been on a coal 
fire without first scraping and scouring it. 

Do not boil a quart of water when you only 
need a pint. It wastes gas. Do not let 
your pans or kettles boil over, or the burners 
will get choked and rusty; but turn down the 
gas as soon as the contents boil. This saves 
gas, as well as saving the mess. 

HEATING THE OVEN. 

Allow the oven to get thoroughly hot before 
commencing to bake, After the first quarter 
hour or twenty minutes turn down the 
oven burners and reduce the heat. 

The hottest part of the oven is that near 
the top or under the solid shelf if that be in 
use. ‘The best results will be obtained by 
putting the food on a grid shelf, instead of 
on the solid one, which may cause the food 
to burn. 

Meat or fowls should be hung or placed on 
a grid shelf. 

Always keep the dri ip-tin under the oven. 
No water is necessary in the tin. 

When stewing or baking milk puddings, 
keep the gas turned down, to avoid the con- 
tents boiling, and do not try to hurry or you 
will spoil the food. Place them above the 
solid shelf. 

Pastry can be cooked best at the top ef the 
oven, or under the solid shelf. 

Used with reasonable care, gas for cooking 
is very economical, and it is always clean, 
cenvenient and reliable.

They now understand that the draft 
has been settled by counsel on behalf of the 
Government, and is awaiting final approval 
before submission to the company. 

EMPIRE SERVICES. 

In regard to the Empire Wireless Telegraph 
Services, the Chairman explained at the last 
general meeting the result of the negotiations 
between the myer co and the late Govern- 
ment. Shortly after the annual meeting the 
general election took. place, and a change of 
Government followed. The new Postmaster- 
General appointed a Committee, which recom- 
mended a reversal of the policy of the previous 
(;overnment, on which the former negotiations 
had proceeded. “The company was invited to 
sent representatives to confer with the 
Cabinet on the Committee's report. Two con- 
ferences have taken place and negotiations 
are contanuing. .An undertaking been 
given that the proceedings at the: Conference 
are to be regarded ag confidential. This 
undertaking’ the company must, of ‘course, 
respect. It is, therefore, impossible for the 
Board to place the shareholders in possession 
of the whole of the information which the 
directors haye, but there are certain general 
observations which can be made without any 
breach of confidence. 

Whilst the company retains its opinion that 
the best interests of the Empire services, both 
technical and finar ‘al, would be secured by 
the company taking part in the operation of 
the stations in this country as wel) as in the 
Dominions, they have made it clear that they 
w | endeavour to co-operate with the Govern- 
ment.

Negotiations, which have been carried on 
for a long time, have failed to produce agree- 
ment, and at a conference in Dublin yester- 
day the Railway Clerks’ Association decided 
to withdraw their labour on June 5th if a 
reply satisfactory to them is not received from 
the companies. 

Last night a statement was issued on behalf 
of the companies, in which they say that the 
clerks’ proposals involve not only a material 
increase in the total cost of clerical assistance, 
but the adoption of novel principles, which 
have nat been applied in Great Britain, and 
which are highly objectionable from an ad- 
ministrative point of view. 


STATEMENT BY THE 
CLERKS. 


The following report was supplied by the 
Railway Clerks’ Association Jast night :— . 

A special delegate conference of the Irish 
branches of the Railway Clerks’ Association 
was held in the Mansion House, Dublin, on 
Sunday to consider the position arising out 
of the failure of the Irish Railway ages 
Board to arrive at any agreement in regard 
to the proposals for a betterment of the exist- 
ing salaries submitted si Fa cae a 

he proposals asked that the present maxi- 
mum isle of 77s. per week for fifth class 
clerks (representing about 60 per cent. of the 
male clerical staff) shall be reached at the age 
of 25, instead of at the age of 50, as at pre- 
sent. They also asked that female clerks shall 
reach the maximum salary of 60s. per week at 
age 25, instead of 55s. per week at age <0, as 
at present. It is also proposed that sixth 
class stationmasters shal! start at £160 per 
annum, instead of £150, as at present, and 
that fifth class stationmasters shal] start at 
£185, instead of £170, and reach their maxi- 
mum of 77s. per week after one year in that 
class, instead of after four years as is now 
the case. The same proposals apply to fifth 
class supervisors. In respect of all classes of 
clerks, stationmasters and supervisors, above 
fifth class, it is proposed that the maximum 
of each class shall be reached in one year in- 
stead of in four. FA) 

"To meet the case of stagnation, it is pro- 
posed that a clerk, stationmaster or super- 
visor, two years or over on maximum of 
his present class, and for whom no romotion 
is available, shall proceed to the middle figure 
of the next highest class, and after two years 
go to the maximum of that class, and remain 
there pending promotion. The proposals also 
involve payment of the same rates of pay by 
all railways. i 

Mr. T. H. Gill, President of the Assacia-

THE CASE FOR THE 
COMPANIES. 


The following was issued last night on 
behalf of the companies :— 

A statement has appeared in the Press 
recently charging the representatives of the 
Irish railway companies with a ‘‘ brutal non- 
possumus attitude”’ towards the application 
submitted by the Railway Clerks’ Association 
to the Irish Railway Wages Board at the 
recent inquiry, and suggestions are now ‘made 
that the members of that Association should 
come out on strike. It is desired shortly to 
indicate the actual position from the railway 
companies’ point of view. 

Owing to the abnormal increase of working 
expenses resulting from the war, due largely 


universal’ eight hours’ day imposed by the 
British Government, and in part 
depressed state of the agricultura] industry, 


unable to grant the reductions in fares and 
rates demanded by the traders and the public 
and.at the same time to conduct their business 
on commercial lines. Even with the existing 
charges, most of the larger companies find it 
difficult. to maintain a return on capital 
averaging about 4 per cent., whilst some of 
the smaller undertakings are being carried on 
at an actual loss. 

The companies accordingly appealed to the 
Irish Railways Wages Board for relief. They 
made no application for a reduction of the 
salaries of stationmasters or clerks, recognising 
that the advances granted to these grades, 
whilst improving their pre-war position, were 
on an average less relatively than those con- 
ceded to other railway workers; they asked 
for an adjustment in the wages of other 
grades, involving reductions of from 2s. 6d. a 
week upwards, and they claimed a revision 
of those conditions of service which experience 
has shown to be wasteful and unnecessary for 
the proper protection of the employés. 


COMPARISON WITH GREAT 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


As against this application for relief, the 
railway ta, jen were faced with demands 
for improved scales for stationmasters and 
clerks. The proposals submitted included 
higher commencing salaries, more rapid pro- 
gress to the maxima of the scales, the “ pre- 
vention of stagnation,' which, in fact, in- 
volved an increase in the maximum salary for 
each class, and the caneellation of the existing 
| 10 per cent. differential granted to certain of 
the smaller companies.

at a moment when they are forced to seek 
material reductions of their working expenses, 
and it must be obvious that further liabilities 
could not, under such circumstances, be in- 
curred unless the necessities were very clear 
and urgent. What, therefore, are the merits 
of the application submitted by the Railway 
Clerks’ Association ? : 

The salaries NA to stationmasters and 
male clerks in Ireland either are identical 
with or are higher than those paid to the 
corresponding grades in Great Britain. The 
commencing salaries for youths on joining the 
service are in some instances as cai as 
thirty-three and one-third per cent. higher 
in Ireland than in Great Britain, whilst 
allowances are granted in this country to 
juniors obliged to live away from home which 
do not obtain in Great Britain.

FREE STATE INCOME TAX, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The matter of income tax paid on 
Guinness’s profits for the last year seems to 
be very complicated, and I shall be grateful 
if any of your readers can clear the matter 
up satisfactorily. I am a small investor, 
holding fifteen ordinary shares. For the year 
to April, 1924 I received thereon £36 net 
dividend. Not being liable to income tax, I 
claimed total exemption, and from the Chief 
Inspector of Taxes, London, I claimed a re- 
fund of tax deducted on the above shares. I 
received a refund of £8 2s., which is exactly 
4s. 6d. in the £1 on net dividend. 
[ wrote to Messrs. Guinness and Co., who 
stated that, so far as the British authorities 
were concerned, the amount of refund was 
substantially correct. They also stated that 
they had paid income tax to the Irish Free 
State in respect of the same profits and same 
period, but they understood that none of it 
would be returned to stockholders who are 
exempt or entitled to partial relief. 
If the net amount, , was wholly a British 
tax, as in the past, I, would be entitled to a 
refund of £10 9s.—a difference of £2 7s. in 
my favour (net £36, gross £46 Os. tax 
£10 9s.). I would like to know what explana- 
tion the Free State Revenue authorities have 
for withholding their portion of this tax in 
the circumstances outlined above. As I am 
sure that many of your readers do not under- 
stand how this matter is arranged, I shall feel 
obliged if you will kindly publish this letter 
with a view to having the matter e‘ucidated.

The Boundary. 


There was a real note of good-will in 
Sir James Craig‘s last statement on the 
boundary problem, and it finds an echo in 
the reasonable and moderately phrased 
communication from President Cosgrave 
which we print to-day. These two statements 
have narrowed the issue to a point where at 


least the beginnings of a process of settle- 
ment by agreement seem to be not im- 
In his first overture Sir James 
Craig ,roposed conference, but rejected 
the Boundary Commission and invited 
the Free State Government to stake 
Article XII. of the Treaty on the prospects 
of agreement by conference. Naturally, 
President Cosgrave refused to accept this 
risk. Then Sir James Craig indicated 
that he might be prepared to consider the 
possibility of conference without prejudice 
te the Free State’s claims under Article 
XII. ; and at the same time he admitted, 
in theory at any rate, the feasibility of 
territorial readjustments between the two 
States. To-day President Cosgrave steps 
forward to meet this advance. He draws 
from Sir James Craig s last offer the 
inference that the principle of settlement 
in accordance with the wishes of the in- 
habitants is now accepted on both sides ; 
but it is, of course, quite clear that 
between the acceptance of this principle 
and the agreed application of it the 
gravest difficulties may arise. The Presi- 
dent is willing, and even anxious, to enter 
into conference; but he holds that as a 


possible. 


condition precedent to conference the 
Boundary Commission ought to be brought 
into existence. It seems now that, so far 
as procedure is concerned, the difference 
between the two Governments is not vital. 
If President Cosgrave, will agree to leave 
the Boundary Commission unembodied for 
the time being, and if Sir James Craig 
will agree to confer without prejudice to 
the Free State’s claims under the Treaty, 
the best brains in both Governments could 
be at work upon the whole problem within 
a week from to-day. 

President Cosgrave declares that he 
cannot be expected to take part in 
conferences that “ hold out chiefly the 
prospect of delay and consequent exaspera- 
tion.”” There is no reason, however, to 
suppose that the immediate appointment 
of the Boundary Commission would hasten 
the process of conference. It is more 
probable that, hanging like a sword of 
Damocles over the head of the Northern 
Government, the Commission would be an 
embarrassment, rather than an aid, to 
fruitful counsel. Surely we may sup- 
pose that Sir James Craig and his 
colleagues would strive more vigorously 
for settlement if they knew that the Com- 
mission was not inevitable and that agree- 
ment by conference would lay the hated 
spectre once for all. President Cosgrave 
dwells upon the disabilities of Nationalists 
ir. Northern Ireland, and demands “ some 
earnest of good-will and fair play in these 
matters.” The Northern Government's 
willingness—and, perhaps, its power—to 
redress the grievances of which the Presi- 
dent complains would be increased by 
the mere fact of conference. We do 
not believe that a final solution of 
the boundary question is possible Gn 
tho immediate future. We desire con- 
ference and dread the Boundary Commis- 
sion because we are convinced that the 
final solution can come only through new 
relations of friendship between the two 
States and through the establishment ol 
a progressive policy of co-operation in 
national affairs. Conference can lay the 
bases of that new friendship, and the 
actual and visible processes of cc-opera- 
tion would exorcise speedily the feelings 
of suspicion on one side and of thwarted 
yearning on the other that constitute 
the real dangers of the boundary 
problem. We beseech the two Govern- 
ments to make an end of playing for 
position and to come together with no 
further delay. “The problem will cease to 
be urgent as soon as the country is satis-

| Britain and Italy. 


the Great War on the side of the Allied 
Powers, To-day King Victor Emanuel 
and Queen Elena will arrive in London 
on a short visit to the British Royal 
Family. They can be sure of a 
only 
as a personal tribute to themselves, but 
also in recognition of the debt that the 
British people owe to their country. Italy 
was a member of the old Triple Alliance 
which was created by German and 
Austrian diplomacy as a weapon against 
Russia and France. When the war broke 
out in 1914 the German newspapers pub- 
lished photographs of the Italian King 
side by side with those of the Kaiser and 
Franz Josef of Austria, and the inter- 
vention of Italy on the side of the Central 
Powers was regarded as a foregone con- 
clusion. The Italians, however, despite 
the fact that Germany’s chances seemed 
to be very rosy at that time, refused to 
fight against the Allies, being convinced 
that they were in the right. Nine months 
afterwards, when Russia was feeling the 
full force of Hindenburg’s hammer blows in 
the North-East and the Allies were hard- 
pressed in France, Italy threw in her lot 
with her real friends. The decision was 
not easy, but she remembered the 
days of her tribulation, when the cruel 
Tedeschi held her fairest cities in 
bondage. She remembered her friends in 
the war of liberation against the 
Austrians; and from the very moment 
when she entered the war she flung her- 
self heart and soul into the conflict. 

Since those spacious days much has 
happened, and Italy, like most of the 
other countries of Europe, has passed 
through troubled times. At the Paris 
Peace Conference she was forced to 
abandon some of the fruits of victory on 
which she had set her heart. Bolshevism 
began to rear its head in her industrial 
towns ; Governments, one weaker than the 
other, tried in vain to steady the nation, 
and Italy’s day as a great Power seemed to 
be all but over when a man arose among 
the people. Benito Mussolini saved Italy 
from destruction. Through the sheer 
strength of his dynamic personality he 
rallied the youth of the country to his 
banner; and, sweeping every obstacle out 
of his way, restored the nation to its 
proper place in the European . system. 
Italy again became a power on the Con- 
tinent. The resurgent Latin race be- 
thought itself of its great traditions, and 
found in Fascismo a new and powerful 
expression of its splendid genius. 
Mussolini’s writings in his little news- 
paper paved the way for the famous 
march on Rome. He led that march 
in person, and ever since he assumed 
the leadership of the Italian Govern- 
ment he has not ceased to raise 
the prestige of his country in the eyes of 
the world. Now he has succeeded in 
securing a satisfactory settlement of the 
vexed problem of the frontier between 
Jubaland and Kenya Colony, which was 
the only outstanding point of friction 
between Italy and Great Britain; and 
King Victor will arrive to-day in 4 
country which in nearly every important 
issue of international politics is absolutely 
at one with his own. Signor Mussolini 
has made mistakes, but he has made 
firm friends with the British people. 
Their welcome to his King to-day will 
prove their good-will and must bind still 
more strongly to Italy a nation whose 
history began when a Roman Emperor 
landed on its shores. 
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A Century of Gas. 


Paris celebrated yesterday the centenary 
of the lighting of the city by gas. A 
commemorative tablet was unveiled in an 
old building of the St. Louis Hospital, 
where the first gas-works were established 
in February, 1818. The inventor to whom 
Paris is indebted for gas lighting was 
Philippe Lebon, who began by putting 
sawdust in a glass bottle, which he placed 
over a fire. From this rough expedient he 
evolved a “thermolampe,’’ and obtained 
a patent, dated September 28th 1799. 
Napoleon took a great interest in the 
invention, and hoped for a by-product of 
tar, which was then used largely for the 
fleet. Neither he nor the inventor lived 
to see the discovery developed. Philippe 
Lebon was stabbed to death on the night 
of December 2nd, 1804, the day of 
Napoleon’s coronation; but his widow 
continued to experiment on gas lighting 
and was given a pension until 1814, when 
the patent expired. Lebon’s claim to be 
the original inventor is disputed, as a 
Belgian named Minckelers and an English- 
man named Murdoch worked on similar 
ideas at about the same time. The Opéra in. 
Paris was illuminated by gas for the first 
time in February, 1822. The innovation was 
received by the inhabitants with alarm, 
and to allay their fears the Academy of 
Science issued a reassuring statement. A 
Royal decree on August 20th, 1824, de- 
fined the conditions under which the gas 
industry in France should be regulated. 
Nevertheless, only 69 out of the 12,672 
janterns used in Paris a hundred years ago 
were gas jets, and the Rue de la Paix was 
not lighted entirely by gas until the last 
night of 1828. The centenary celebration in 
Paris coincides ironically with the gas-less 
state of the City of Dublin. The strike 
which began. on May 14th shows no signs 
of abatement, and the blessings of Philippe 
Lebon’s discovery are illustrated for us 
by their absence from ou” streets and 
homes. 


Empire Day. 
It was a happy coincidence that the 
great Empire Pageant at Wembley wag in 
progress on the twenty-first anniversary 
of the day that is especially dedicated 


When the 
Empire Day. movement was started by the 
Earl of Meath, Australia and India stood 
aloof, but now both are associated officially 
with it. Last Saturday 460 million people 
—more than one-quarter the population 
of the world—were represented by celebra- 
tions that covered an area equal to more 
than a fourth part of the surface of the 
earth. Empire Day, as an institution, has 
had a hard fight for acceptance. At first 
it was derided as an expression of 
meaningless sentiment, but now it has 
won its place definitely in the national 
calendar.

LAST WEEK IN 
PARLIAMENT.

From A POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

The Government has not had a good week ; 
for it has met with more than one rather 
serious rebuff, and is now beginning to realise 
what it is to be a minority Government, On 
Monday there was a long discussion concern- 
ing election pledges given to pre-war pen- 
sioners. To redeem these pledges a resolu- 
tion was introduced by the Financial Secre- 
tary to the Treasury, proposing a net addition 
of one million pounds to the estimate for 
pre-war pensions. ‘‘A mean proposal”’ was 
the stigma applied at once by Sir L. Worth- 
ington Evans. The attack developed until the 
Financial Secretary thought discretion the 
better part of valuor, and withdrew his resolu- 
tion. 

“Increased doles, but no work,” might 
have been the text of the debate on Tuesday 
night when more broken pledges of the 
Government came up for discussion. The 
Minister of Health thinks that there will be 
more unemployed at the end of the year than 
there are now, and that next year will see 
no fewer than one million people regulagly 
out of work—until 1926, when the number 
will fall to eight hundred thousand. These 
figures bhail the basis of the Unemploy- 
ment Bill, introduced by Mr, Tom Shaw, the 
Minister of Labour. Sir Philip Greame made 
a slashing attack upon the Minister with 
regard to the promises made at the general 
election. He asked what would have happened 
if the Socialists at the general election had 
made the statement which they were now 


compelled to put forward. Dr. Macnamara | 


followed, and remarked that the Government 
— to say frankly: ‘‘ when we denounced 
doles and promised work we had no idea how 
difficult the task of making work would be.”’ 
Mr. Shaw, however, swept argument aside, 
and answered that the object of his bill was 
to provide maintenance for the unemployed, 
to whom his party had promised jobs, and 
he detailed the increases of three shillings a 
week for men and women and double allow- 
ance for children. Miss Margaret Bondfield 
supported the bill on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, and after considerable criticism the 
second reading was carried without a division. 
_ Wednesday was devoted to making provi- 
sion for the Auxiliary Air Force and to the 
Air Force Reserve Bill, and the proceedings 
were comparatively tame. Labour futility 
was exhausted to the full in the debate on 
unemployment on Thursday. The Minister 
of Labour, who was very much on the defen- 
sive, made the worst of a bad case. All the 
fine promises made by the Labour leaders 
during the progress of the general election 
were revealed as nothing but emptiness. They 
never had a solid foundation, and Mr. Tom 
Shaw, when faced with the chickens which 
had come home to roose, refused to acknow- 
ledge them and promised another batch some- 
time in the future. 

Sir William Joynson Hicks riddled the 
arguments of the Minister in the most caustic 
manner, and made great play with the con- 
trast between the promises of the Labour men 
and their performances. The debate went on 
for some hours, and then a division was 
taken on the closure motion. The result was 
that a direct vote on the unemployment issue 
was avoided, and the situation saved, but the 
question must be discussed again. 

Friday afternoon’s discussions were con- 
ducted on a most sympathetic basis, for the 
two bills before the members were the Em- 
ployment of Disabled Ex-Servicemen Bill, 
moved by the crippled member for Stour.

'” OBITUARY. 


MR. JAMES WARD, A.R.C.A. 


Former pupils and others associated with the 
Dublin Metropolitan School of Art will learn 
with regret of the death of Mr. James Ward, 
A.R.C.A., formerly headmaster of the Kildare 
street Institution. A thoroughly lovable 
man, the late Mr. Ward had a graphic way 
of NRE upon students the principles of 
art. uring his eleven years as headmaster 
in the Dublin School of Art he had many 
6 gar gp for displaying his versatility and 
skill with the brush. As a teacher he was 
most painstaking. In this capacity he did 
much for the advancement of painting. He 
put all his energies into his work, and infused. 
much of his enthusiasm into those who had 
the advantage of his tuition. 

e son of a decorative artist, the late Mr. 
Ward was born 73 years ago in Belfast. He 
was a national scholar at the Royal College 
of Art, 1873-76. For eight vears he assisted 
Sir Frederick Leighton, and worked with 
that eminent artist on the well-known fresco 
decorations at the South Kensington Museum 
entitled “Peace” and “War.” He subse- 
quently became.a lecturer on art subjects, 
and exhibited several specimens of his work at 
the Royal Academy. 

Before coming to Dublin, the late Mr. Ward 
was headmaster in the Macclesfield School of 
Art. He held that position for a period of 
16 years, and then took charge of the School 
of Art in Dublin. From this post, which he 
filled with distinction, he retired, under the 
age limit, in .918. The fresco decorations in 
the City Hall representing scenes from Irish 
history are a fine example of his work. 

On retiring, Mr. Ward went to reside with 
one of his sons at Lemon Kop. Melsettes, 
Southern Rhodesia, where he passed away on 
the 18th inst. 

The late Mr. Ward was the author of many 
text books. His most important works were— 
“Elementary Principles of | Ornament,”’ 
“Principles of Ornament,"’ ‘‘ Report on the 
art and Technical Schools of Crefield, Zurich 
and Lyons"; ‘Historic Ornament,’’ “ Pro- 
gressive Design,” ‘Floral Studies for Decora- 
tive Design,” “Colour Harmony and Con- 
trast,”” ‘Fresco Painting: its Art and 
Technique,”’ “Relation of Schools of Art to 
Museums,’ “ History and Methods of Ancient 
and Modern Painting,” and “Colour Decora- 
tion of Architecture.”

INTERMEDIATE EDUCATION. 


A CRITICAL WEEK. 
LETTER FROM MR. JOHN THOMPSON. 
TO THB EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—During the next few days the Dail 
will be asked to vote on the estimates for 
Intermediate education. The decision of the 
House will be of momentous importance not 
only for the managers and teachers, but for 
the country. It will, in fact, determine 
whether Intermediate education will pursue an 
upward course into a brighter and more hope- 
ful future or will continue on its precens down- 
ward path leading to collapse and bankruptcy ; 
and it will make clear whether or not the 
Free State has any serious desire to improve 
its educational system. The Government has 
itself admitted the completely unsatisfactory 
condition of Intermiediate education, but it 
has apparently no intention of providing a 
remedy unless under pressure. . 

There are at the present time—does the 
Dail know?—few, if any, schools, whether 
Catholic or Protestant, which are paying 
their way at all, or:without retrenchment and 
economies gravely detrimental to their work. 
The teachers are still, after years of well- 
grounded agitation, without proper scales of 
salaries or prospect of pensions; in truth the 
majority of teachers do not at the beginning 
of a school year know what their salaries are 
going to be. Schools and teachers have 
looked to the Ministry of the Free State to 
remedy their long outstanding grievances. If 
the Government now, with eyes open, turns a 
deaf ear, to whom can they look for redress? 

Yet the remedy is simple and not expensive. 
Before the Treaty the whole of Ireland was 
suffering under the same disability. In Great 
Britain the Government was giving adequate 
capitation grants to the secondary schools, 
and the Burnham scales provided proper 
incomes, with pensions, for the secondary 
teachers. Since the Treaty the North of 
Ireland has fallen into line with Great Britain, 
and the grievance there has disappeared. 
Can the South not follow its example? The 
money which is to be voted this week is 
enough, or nearly so, to make a beginning on 
a similar basis; but the Government is hesitat- 
ing before a scheme which in four or five 
years’ time may cost an additional £150,000 
or £200,000. Is this a worthy attitude? Is 
the Free State so poor as not to afford so 
small a sum for so great an end? It will 
repay itself in a thousand unseen ways in a 
very short period. Certainly, no modern State 
that is indifferent to education can prosper. 

It is for the Government and‘for the Dail 
to decide. Their verdict will be far-reaching 
in its results.—Yours, etc.,

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THE BOUNDARY PROBLEM.

Sunday is a dead day in the political 
world, but the few Unionists whom I came 
across to-day expressed themselves as 
being much impressed by the offer of 
President Cosgrave in connection with the 
bvundary question. It seems a most 
reasonable one, and Northern Ireland 
would be well advised to consider it care- 
fully before dismissing it. With a gather- 
ing of Irishmen devoting themselves 
single-heartedly to a settlement, some- 
thing should be achieved, and, failing 
agreement, the situation would be un- 
changed; for the Treaty would have to 
operate. These terms seemed to those to 
whom I spoke to be terms which are 
worthy of examination. The way out of 
a growing danger may lie in their accept- 
ance. 


Kelvingrove. 


The Kelvingrové election result is 
eminentl, satisfactory for the Conserva- 
tives ; for it shows that many whose votes 
last time were cast for the Liberal have 
returned to their old allegiance, and what 
has happened at Kelvingrove may happen 
in other constituencies. The Labour pol! 
also showed an increase, but the Libera] 
showing is poor in the extreme. The 
Liberal candidate was a good one, and 
has done excellent work for his party, 
but he lost 3,290 votes and forfeits his 
nomination fee. This should give Mr. 
Asquith and Mr. Lloyd George something 
to think about. It is noteworthy that on 
the previous occasion Mr. Fergusson, the 
Socialist, stood as an _ Independent. 
whereas this time he was the official 
candidate for the Labour Party. ' 


The New Member. 


Captain Elliott, the new member for 
Kelvingrove, was Parliamentary Under. 
Secretary for Health for Scotland up to 
the time of Mr. Baldwin’s resignation alter 
the general election, and he had sat for 
Lanark since 1918. Educated at Glasgow 
University, he is a doctor by profession, 
and served in France as a captain in the 
R.A.M.C. from 1914 to 1918, and was 
given the Military Cross and Bar for his 
gallant services.

A General Election.

This step is said 
to be due to a supposition that the 
Labour Party may decide to go to the 
country, thinking that the tide of public 
opinion at present is running strongly in 
its favour. There may be a,good deal in 
this; for the members of the Labour 
Party recognise that the longer they 
continue in office the more will be ex- 
pected . from them, and they are quite 


á unable to fulfil such expectations in the 


umstances. The unemploy- 
weighs very heavily upon 
they fear the approach of 
winter without a definite programme. 


Plain Speaking. 


In this connection I understand that 
there has been a great deal of plain speak. 
ing in the Labour Party during the pas! 
few days, and that the meeting of the 
Labour Party on Thursday was attended 
by many expressions of disappointment 
that the leaders had failed the rank and 
file. The latter recognise that there is 
danger to themselves in the constituen- 
cies ; for it was there that they made al! 
their grand promises as to the steps which 
a Labour Government would take as soon 
as itcame into power. These members hope 
that something definite will be forthcom- 
ing when the debate on unemployment 
is resumed, but the Government is scareely 
likely to be able to produce a workable 
scheme in the course of a few days. 


Empire Day. 


The Empire Day parade at the Stadiam 
yesterday was a magnificent: success 
despite the uncertain weather. The Duke 
of Connaught, who was celebrating his 
jubilee as 
seemed to be deeply interested in the pro- 
ceedings. The parade of eight thousand 
Empire representatives, ranging from the 
North-West Mounted Police down -to a 
Girl Guide Drum-Major of eight ‘years 
old, was splendidly managed, and the 
display of colours waving in the smart 
breeze under the sun was superb. Boy 
Scouts, usually much too dignified to re- 
mark on things expected to cause them 
surprise, were heard to say that the show 
was the finest that they had ever seen. 
Jt is estimated that some fifty thousand 
people assembled in the Stadium to watch 
the parade. 


A Royal Visit. 

The event of the coming week will be 
the State visit of the King and Queen oí 
Italy. who are to arrive at Victoria at 
three o clock to-morrow afternoon, where 
they will be met by the King and Queen 
and the Royal Family. A programme 
somewhat similar to that arranged for the 
Kimg and Queen of Rumania has been 
provided, and this includes a State visit 
to the City of London on Tuesday, a State 
ball, and a visit to the Empire Exhibition 
The Italian Ambassador and the Marchese 
Della Toretta will give a dinner party at 
the Italian Embassy on Wednesday. The 
Royal visitors will leave on Thursday. 
Their arrival will synchronise with the 
cession to Italy of seven thousand square 
miles of British territory in Jubaland, 
following upon the conclusion of an agree- 
ment regarding the Jubaland boundary 
reached by Lord Milner and Senatore 
Sclaloja in 1920. 


The Death Ray. 

The death ray invention is to be sub- 
mitted to tests during the coming week, 
when only the inventor and representa- 
tives of the Air Ministry will be present.

The Road to Wembley. 

In order to assist visitors to London to 
find their way to the British Empire 
Exhibition with as little trouble as 
possible it has been decided that all the 
posts indicating stopping places for 
omnibuses on the routes to Wembley are 
to be painted a light blue instead of the 
usual biff colour. This is an excellent 
idea, and a visitor with no knowledge of 
the intricate thoroughfares of London has 
only to wait beside a blue sign-post for 4 
‘bus matked Wembley to make his way 
thither without bother or uncertainty. 
Those who prefer to make the journey 
by rail will find that all underground rail- 
way stations connect with Baker street, 
from which station a fast service of trains 
runs to a main entrance to the Exhibi- 
tion. The charge that Wembley would 
prove inaccessible as well as distant might 
easily have been accurate, but much care 
has been taken to organise a thoroughly 
efficient rail and omnibus service from the 
whole Metropolitan area.

A HUNDRED MEETINGS. 


FEVERISH ACTIVITY BY BOTH 
SIDES. 


From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
LIMERICK, Sunday. 

Electioneering activity in Limerick reached 
fever point to-day, when close on a hundred 
public meetings were held in the constituency. 
President Cosgrave, members of the Cabinet, 
and at least a dozen members of the Dail, 
threw themselves into the fray with a zest 
which has not been shown since the last 
general election. 

President Cosgrave and Mr. Desmond Fitz- 
gerald left Dublin at an early hour in the 
morning, and returned in the evening, having 
covered close on three hundred miles, and 
addressed two or three lively meetings in 
support of the Cumann na nGaedheal can- 
didate. Before he left for Dublin the Presi- 
dent confessed that it was the hardest “eight 
hours day ” which he had put in for a long 
time. 

\imost every village in the county offered 
evidence of the presence of party agents. 
Motor cars flying tri-colour flags, and covered 
with suitable election slogans, were to be met 
in all parts of the constituency. No sooner 
had one party left a platform than it was 
mounted by the supporters of the rival can- 
didate, while in quite a number of cases the 
meetings clashed. 


PKESLDENT HECKLED. 


Considerable liveliness manifested itself in 
centres. where opposition meetings took place. 
In Abbeyfeale the President's temper was 
sorely tried, but he was in_ ex- 
cellent form, and his retorts were as 
effective as they were spontaneous. A section 
of the crowd which had congregated about 
the Republican speakers some istance away 
joined the Cumann na nGaedheal meeting as

determined effort was made by the in- 
truders to prevent the further progress of the 
meeting. There were scores of interrupters, 
and shouts of “ Up, Crowley!’

Scuffles soon began among his ‘audience, 
and the intruders found that they were get- 
ting quite as much as =e gave. For a 
little time it looked. as if serious trouble 
might be expected. Comparative quietness, 
however, came soon, and the meeting was 
brought to a successful end. 

From Abbeyfeale the President motored to 
Newcastle West, accompanied ‘by Mr. 
Desmond Fitzgerald. The town was well 
filled with supporters of the two candidates. 
Dr. Kathleen Lynn, Mr. Crowley, the Re- 
publican candidate; Mr. Sean T. Kelly and 
other Republican speakers had already ar- 
rived to address a meeting. It was about 
5 o'clock when the President mounted a plat- 
iorm in the square. 


SILENCED, 

The meeting had not been in progress 
fifteen minutes when the first interruption 
ame. “What about the people of Ulster ?”’ 
aske. a man in the crowd. ‘The President 
was proceeding to tell him about them when 
there were shouts of ' Up, Crowley!’’ and 
“Why don't you answer the questivn?”’ 
Then the President unburdened his mind for 
the heckler on the Ulster question. Whether 
his statement was considered satisfactory by 
the interrupter there was no means of know- 
ing, except that there wera no more inter- 
jections during his speech. | 

By the time the President had finished a 
fairly large body of young men, evidently of 
Republican sympathies, had collected on the 
outskirts of the crowd. The arrival of the 
motor cars containing the Republican speakers 
was the signal for a prolonged outburst of 
cheers on their part. Mr. Fitzgerald, who 
was addressing the meeting at the time, found 
difficulty in making himself heard above the 
cheering. 

The interruptions started again. It was 
only a short way then to heated altercations. 
A scuffle developed in the middle of the 
crowd, and Civic Guards were seen making 
their way to where a man, evidently one of 
the interrupters, was receiving rather a rough 
handling from some of those around him. 

_ Suddenly a young man in the crowd produced 
a revolver and dashed at the heckler, aiming 
a blow at him with the butt end of the 
weapon. 

The crowd surged backwards, and for a few 
moments little attention was paid to the 
speakers on the platform. The Civic Guards 


intervened to protect the interrupter, but | 


were brushed aside, and a free fight ensued 
between the intruder and another young man 
in the crowd. The revolver had been put 
away again, but fists were used freely, the 
interrupter was cuffed heartily, and was 
pushed ont of the crowd. 


CONTEST IN CHEERING. 


The Republican speakers, meanwhile, had 
mounted a brake at another end of the square, 
and there was every reason to anticipate un- 
pleasantness. The proceedings, however, in 
both cases now became orderly enough. The 
Kepublican speakers came in for their share 
ol the interruptions, and both crowds cheered 
frequently and enthusiastically in an en- 
deavour to demonstrate their superiority in 
numerical strength and stout-heartedness. The 
meetings ended without further incident. 

In all about fifty meetings were held in 
spport of the Ministerial candidate, and 
about the same number was held by the Re- 
publican Party. Most of the meetings were 
eld after last Mass in various districts in the 
country, The speakers on the Government 
side included, in addition to the President 
and Mr. Fitagerald, Mr E. J. Duggan, T.D. ; 
Mr. Peter Hughes, T.D.; Mr. Seán Milroy, 
I.D.; Mr. Richard Muleahy, T.D., and Mr. 
M. J. Hennessy, T.D. - 

There is every indication that the contest 
will be an unusually close one. Both sides 
have been canvassing with a vigbur that hae 
not been noticed in any of the by-elections 
held up to the present.

THE CRAIG-COLLI PACT. 


The President went on to say that after 
an agreement between the Ulster Premier and 
General Collins in Dublin in February, 1922, 
each of them issued a statement. The state- 
ment by Sir James Craig stated that he ‘was 
willing to come to an agreement, but in the 
event of non-agreement the boundary line was 
to stand as drawn. — “That is a proposition 
which I cannot agree to, declared the 
President. If Sir James Craig in an agree- 
ment like that has got an ad Court, with 
the advantage that the decision of the 
Appeal Court is given in advance, I am not 
going to subscribe to a bargain of that sort. 
(Cheers. ) 

Continuing, the President said that he 
suggested to his Ulster friend that if by his 
work there he helped to elect Mr. Crowley 
he was not going to help the Ulster question 
or do any good for the Nationalists in the six 
counties who wished to be included in the 
jurisdiction of the Free State.

COMPENSATION. 


Having referred to the agreement with the 
British Government regarding the settlement 
.of compensation claims for the destruction of 

roperty during the Anglo-Irish conflict, the 

resident said that Mr. Crowley's house 
had been destroyed by Crown forces. 
On Saturday the Government issned a 
cheque for £12.500 to Mr Crowley. and 
his family, and they were trying to yet 
£4,000 more. He (the President) had found 
a proclamation issued by Mr. Crowley’s 
friends in which they said that they “'e- 
pudiated, and would repudiate, any 3eht con- 
tracted bythe Government. The Government 
had borrowed ten millions from the people of 
Ireland to repair the pre-Truce damage. He 
would say that a party which had a pursiy 
negative policy was not a sound political 
party. It was not a sound party. A policy 
like that would shake the financial stability 
of any country. 
Why should Mr. Crowley and his family 
get compensation, while Mr. Crowley’s friends 
repudiated another debt? It was not honest, 
and he honed that Mr. Crowley himself did 
not subscribe to it. 

“T am,” said the President, ‘‘looking for 

the day, and hoping for the day, when these 
men will realise their responsibilities and 
come in to-the Parliament of the nation, 
accepting their responsibilities there. If they 
have a proposition to put before the people, 
if they can improve the legislation we are 
putting through the Dail, or if they can make 
better laws than we are making, then I say 
that they will be doing better work for the 
country than by staying outside and 
criticising better work than putting articles 
in American papers villifyng and traducng our 
country.”

COMMISSION. 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE ON 
TREATY RIGHTS. 


7 Ss 
MINORITY WITH ‘7TH 
CENTURY MINDS, 


The following statement was made by 
President Cosgrave on the boundary ques- 
tion last Saturday :— 


From Sir James Craig's recent pronounce- | 
ments, I take it to be admitted as a govern- 
ing mair that the boundary guestion is to 
be settled, so far as is geographically and 
economically practicable, in accordance with 
the wishes of the inhabitants. 

On that basis I see no reason why there 
should be any delay in proceeding with the 
business of the settlement. There is certainly 
not on my side any desire to prolong this con- 
troversy. If I am not mistaken, the great 
majority of the ple in Great Britain as 
well as in Ireland expected and intended, as 
a result of the Treaty, that the affairs of each 
country should cease to be an intruding and 
disturbing factor in the life of the other. 
There is a relatively small minority in both 
countries—small, but active and persistent, 
and apparently with influential connections— 
who seem determined to maintain friction and 
controversy at the maximum, and whose 
minds, as General Smute once said, are back 
in the seventh century. 


“ JONAH.” 


It is this minority which has been using 
every effort and every variety of argument to 
prevent the issue being decided in accordance 
with the wishes of the inhabitants, and thus 
to force it, if they can, as an international 
quarrel upon the public of both countries. . 

It is regrettable and disquieting that Sir 
James Craig, when he approaches this pro- 
blem in a manner that seems to hold out hope 
of a better understanding, should find himself 
at the same time obliged to speak of his 
retirement being involved. The public must 
take this to mean that others will be in a 
position to disavow and nullify any agree- 
ment that does not please them, and the only 
result will be that they took Jonah and cast 
him into the sea, but the sea did not cease 
from raging. I would be without sincerity if 
I failed to keep to the point that we must 
seek to have this controversy ended, not pro- 
longed, and that it cannot be ended except in 
accordance with the wishes of the inhabitants 
of the areas concerned. 

My Government holds itself bound by the 
i terms of the Treaty to give effect to the 
wishes of the inhabitants in regard to the 
settlement. of the boundary. e British 
Government is equally so bud I do not 
remember that anything so crude and in- 
defensible as a claim to disregard and over- 
ride the wishes of the people in the areas 
concerned has ever been put forward expressly 
on behalf of Sir James Craig's Administra- 
tion. But it did appear to me as implied 
from the various pleas and pronouncements 
thrt one read from time to time that the 
wishes of the people of those areas were to 
be ignored. 


TREATY RIGHTS. 


These people have natural rights in the 
matter, they have Treaty rights and they 
have statutory rights. If Governments were 
to annual those rights the people concerned 
would be entitled to seek every possible 
remedy in national and in international law. 
I am sure that they would prefer, as I would 
prefer, to see their right accorded without 
strife of any kind, and, therefore, I am glad 
to recognise—if I am right in recognising— 
that these elementary rights of theirs, which 
are also statutory rights and Treaty rights, 
are admitted to be the basis of a settlement. 
It will ease the situation when it is known 
that justice is not to be denied and is not to 
be delayed. 

These people complain that they are at 

resent governed by sheer force, that their 
ranchises are annulled, that their majorities } 
are converted by legislative devices into 
minorities, electoral districts being re- 
modelled for the purpose on the principle of 
the jigsaw puzzle, and that their condition, 
for which British Government is still re- 
sponsible, is intolerable. They are officially 
warned that there is worse still to come. 

If such charges were brought against my 
Government, certain publicists and politicians, 
who think it good policy to keep up and stir 
up enmity between our country and theirs, 
would make the Press and the platform and 
the British Houses of Parliament resound with 
our iniquities. 


ACTIONS WANTED. 


I want to see, and I think I am entitled t$ 
demand, some earnest of good-will and fair 
play in these matters. 

I welcome’ every word of good-will. Still 
more will I welcome actions that will bear out 
good words. 

My willingness to enter into conference can- 
not be questioned, but I cannot be expected to 
take part in conferences that hold out chiefly 
te prospect of delay ané' ~onsequent exaspera- 

ion, 

My Government has already asked that the 
Boundary .Corhmission be set up without 
delay. When this is done it will facilitate 
agreement. If then Sir James Craig and I, or 
any other two men or number of men duly 
representative, can come together and arrive 
at a settlement in due accord with the wishes 
of the inhabitants, we can present our agree- 
ment to the Commission for ratification in 
accordance with the Treaty and with the 
Statutes of both countries. 

If a settlement is not to be reached in this 

way, what ay wg is there of reaching it 
otherwise? In the event of a disagreement, 
the Commission would still be necessary—that 
is, unless the Treaty is to cease to operate. 
The establishment of the Commission in the 
first instance is the sole effective guarantee 
in sight for arriving at a settlement by con- 
sent or, failing that, for a settlement by pro- 
.cedure. I do not suppose that anybody 
imagines this issue will be settled by any

THREAT TO EXTEND THE

The firing oí shóts, and the arrival of fifty 
additional policemen, were the outstanding 
events during the week-end in connection with 
the Derry strikes. The police are being 
accommodated in the Owans Institution, 
Brooke Park. ! 

Some mystery surrounds the shooting. Two 
men were seen loitering about the cemetery 
entrance for a cu. ec of hours, and when Mr. 
Lyndsay, the Supeciutendent, was leaving the 


1 house two shots were heard, after which the 


men disappeared in the fields. Mr. Lyndsay 
thinks that the men had no intention of 
hitting him. The police, when notified, made 
a fruitless effort to find the men. The incident 
may lead to the strengthening of the police 
patrols at the Cemetery. i : 

The distress which prevails in the city has 
led to gangs of men going about the city col- 
lecting money from people by representing 
that the money is for the strikers. Mr. 
Malcolm, on behalf of the Municipal bais 
states that thése appeals are entireiy un- 
authorised. The men on strike are receiving 
full strike pay, and financial guarantees have 
been received from other branches, so that no 
necessity for appeal has arisen. The strikers 
have decided to continue the strike until 
their full claims are conceded. 

Consequent upon the cutting away of elec- 
trical supply, the church organs could not be 
used yesterday. Small organs or harmoniums 
were used in some churches. 


PROBABLE EXTENSION OF STRIKE. 


In trade union circles on Saturday it was de- 
clared that if there is not a settlement by to- 
day ' the whole city will be out,’’ as one 
leader put it, 

There is increasing irritation on the men’s 
part at the attitude of the Corporation, who, 
they. say, are dominated by the employers. 
The men's leaders are determined to throw 
into the balance the whole force of organised 
labour. 

On the other hand, the employers make no 
secret of the fact that they have their backs 
to the wall, so to speak, and say that if the 
trade and industry of the city is to survive 
the competition that is now being encountered 
there must be an end to these ever-recurring 
demands for wage increases, and stoppages. 
They argue that the trade unions have chosen 
this moment to strike because of the increas- 
ing evidence of industrial revival in the city. 
It is a fact that the shirt and collar trade 
was recovering from a prolonged period of 
depression, and not.since 1920 have the 
factories had so many orders on hands. 

It was in consequence of this rush of work 
that factories used the electric power between 
the hours of 6 p.m. and 6 a.m. after warn- 
ings from the electric department that. only 
scheduled establishments like the bakeries 
and the infirmary were to be supplied. 

On Friday night surprise inspections were 
carried out by Corporation officials, who 
penalised the offenders by removing the main 
fuses and cutting off their electric supply 
while the troubles continue. 


A BIG BLAZE. 


On all sides it was felt that the retention 
of two diseased carcases of cattle on the 
abbatoir where beasts were being slaughtered 
for human use constituted a peril. Butchers 
were contemplating killing at their own 
establishments, and on Friday night held a 
meeting with a view to considering the 
the question of approaching the Corporation 
on the matter on Monday, when a special 
meeting will be held to consider, amongst 
other things, the Cara of the abbatoir. 

In the meantime the difhculty in connection 
with the condemned carcases has been got 
over in a very effective manner. 

In the early hours of Saturday, during 
Curfew, a great blase was seen in the guarter 
of the city where the abbatoir is situated, 
The whole city, which has been in darkness 
at night since last Thursday week, when the 
public lighting was suspended, waa illumin- 
ated .y a conflagration. It was afterwards 
learned that the carcases had disappeared, 
having been incinerated. 

Hundreds of families are being badly hit 
by the strike, and the thousands of factory 
workers claiming unemployment benefit will 
not be able to obtain payment earlier than 
June 6th. In the meantime test cases will be 
referred by headquarters to the umpire for a 
decision on the point as to their right to 
benefit. :

e Service was an event of the utmost 
solemnity. The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Archbishop of York, the Bishop of 
London, and six other bishops walked in pro- 
cession. Full massed bands of 1,000 instru- 
ments and a choir of 3,000 voices took part 
in the Service. 

When the King and Queen made their 
entrance into the Stadium this afternoon their 
arrival was announced by a fanfare by State 
trumpeters, who came in through the tunnel 
under the Royal box in advance of 
the Royal car. Massed pipers took up 
their places, and the drums and fifes 
gs themselves into position. ‘hen the 

y procession, symbolical of the past, 
ar and future builders of the 

pire, emerged from the tunnel into 
the arena with the Union Jack at the head, 
and the fiags and emblems of the Dominions 
on each flank. They followed the ecclesisasti- 
cal procession, led ‘4 the processional cross, 
and including the Archbis op and Bishops 
and the choir drawn from the Abbey, St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, and other London churches.

EFFECTS REGISTERED IN 
MANY PLACES. 


PARIS, Sunday. 

The second explosion at La Courtaine on 
Friday evening at 8 p.m. was more violent 
than the first, although the same quantity 
of melinite (ten tons) was employed. The 
position in which the explosive was placed 
was more favourable to a good result, the 
soil being rocky, and at many places in 
France the effects were registered. 

No animals were placed in the danger zone 
on this occasion. Public opinion had been 
aroused as a result of the stationing of dogs 
near the centre of the explosion for the pur- 
pose of making scientific observations as to 
the results of shell-shock, and on the day 
before the second experiment a telegram was 
received from M. Poincaré asking that the 
various tests should ‘not include the presence 
of animals. 

Although the sound of the explosion was 
not heard in Paris, the Eiffel Tower instru- 
ments showed a deviation at eighteen minutes 
past eight, which is thought to have been 
occasioned by the explosion. At exactly the 
same time the sound was clearly heard in 
Geneva, where nothing was heard of the first 
explosion. The sound was registered at 
Moulins at seven minutes past eight, at Lyons 
at. ten minutes past, and at Bordeaux at 
fourteen minutes past.

A MEMORABLEOCCASION

T,.e Times, in a leading article upon the 
visit of the King and Queen of Italy, who 
arrive in London to-day, observes:—An in- 
terestin rogramme of festivities has been 
arrang or the visit, which is one of the 
great events of the London season. What 
is not, and cannot be, arranged is the im- 
pulse of popular sympathy that will give 
warmth to the welcome, and instinctively 
seizing on essentials, will revive and reaffirm 
the multitude of memories and hopes the two 
peoples cherish in common.

The Italians are an ancient people, with 
deeply-rooted historical memories and a 
strong practical sense that is their surest 

ide in the search for a firm basis of policy. 

hey know how to distinguish the perma- 
nent essence in the passing hour. Their 
vital sense works in different ways 
from our own. Their way of being 
illogical and emotional is different 
from ours. But in the deeper things we ef 
understand each other—in the feeling for the 
things that remain. King Victor Emmanuel 
and Queen Elena have come to return the 
visit of our own King and Queen. They come 
‘at a moment when the last shadow of even 
a petty dispute has ceased to cloud the 
friendly relations of the two peoples. The 
affair of Jubaland should have heen settled 
long ago, and it is a relief that at last an 
agreement has been reached. The King and 
Queen wilk be welcomed for their own sake 
and for the sake of their country. There 1s 
need for a new and deeper sympathy between 
those two great historical movements which 
our two nations represent.

A RUPTURE FEARED. 


Telegraphing from Constantinople on Satur- 
day, Zhe Times Correspondent states :—It 1s 
obvious from this evening’s communiqué that 
the Mosul negotiations have reached a some- 
what critical point, as there is a distinct pos- 
sibility of a ruptyre.

BIG BELFAST FIRE. 


HEAVY DAMAGE IN LINEN 
FACTORY OUTBREAK. 


Damage to the extent of thousands of 
pounds was caused by a destructive fire on 
Saturday at the premises of Messrs. Thomas” 
Somerset and Co., Ltd., fancy linen mefiu. 
facturers, Hardcastle street, Belfast. The 
outbreak occurred in the upper floor, which 
was used as a stitching room, the floor being 
occupied by no fewer than 450 stitching 
machines... 

The upper floor was completely destroyed. 
Nothing remains of the sewing machines but 
the metal, while all inflammable material, 
much of which was ready for “ making-up,’’ 
was burned. In the lower floors were piles 
of boxes of fancy linen, and the firemert, not 
unmindful of the salvage side of their opera- 
tions, ran from department to department 
with waterproof covers which they placed over 
the boxes, so as to protect them from’ the 
water streaming down from the top floor. 
Notwithstanding the firemen’s efforts con- 
siderable damage was done_by water in the 
lower floors. 

Over 500 workers will be temporarily dis- 
employed as a result of the outbreak.

The Archbishop said that, on behalf of the 
Council, it gave him the greatest satisfaction 
and pleasure to accept from the Memorial 
Committee these exceedingly handsome and 
beautiful chairs for the platform of the 
Jellicoe Hall.

He did 
not, think that they could have a greater 
tr'5Sute to a system or organisation, such as 
he rejoiced to think Alexandra College was, 
than that one trained within its walls should 
ultimately be chosen to teach there.

Freedom, 
citizenship, the franchise are ours, and women 
are entering every profession. (Hear, hear.) 
And now in this year of grace, 1924, we find 
ourselves faced with fresh difficulties, new 
dangers and grave responsibility. The tre- 
mendous conquests of the powers of the air, 
of material resources, of the human being 
over the laws of nature are rapidly changing 
the conditions of life; and looming ahead is a 
dread danger, a materialised humanity. 

Our pioneers have fought their desperate 
contests with faith, hope and courage, and 
have gained us the opportunities for keeping 
alive the spiritual ideals that are the source 
of all human happiness, that are the founda- 
| tion stones of family life and are the keynote 
i for all useful work for others. (Hear, hear.) 
Young members of the Guild, in your bueyant 
faith.in all things new, do remember that the 
higher ideals a woman has the nobler will be 
her character, and character far more than 
actions can redeem and transform our modern 
life. Miss White has made these conferences 
a yearly call for fresh enthusiasm, wider 
understanding and higher views of social 
service. Let us, in the words of one of our 
greatest leaders, “ resolve individually to take 
up any burden, and the task eternal, 
strengthened by our faith in the living 
Christianity that has the world in everlasting 
remembrance.’ (Applause.) 


GUILD’S ACTIVITIES. 

Mrs. Preston presented a résumé of the 
Guild’s activities in connection with the 
Alexandra and Summerhi!! tenement houses, 
the Holiday Fund, the Alexandra Hostel, the 
Factory Girls’ Club, the Bursaries Scheme 
and the Pembroke Cottage Gardens, and 
referred to the wonderful way in which Lady :

INDUSTRIAL WORLD DREAMS. 

Miss E. Knight-Bruce (Director, Industrial 
Christian Fellowship) then spoke on ‘‘ Dreams 
and Realities of the Industrial World,’ and 
in the course of a very interesting address 
said that they had got to get somewhere and 
somehow firmly fixed in their minds the 
ultimate victory of those ideals for which 
they fought. There were three ways of look- 
‘ing at hfe. They could say that nothing 
mattered, nothing existed, except that which 
was material; that all the rest was a delusion 
of man’s brain. She suggested that in the 
ordinary experience of life that view would 
not work; for there were tremendoys forces 
which did not come under the head of what 
they called the material, Next it might be 
said that nothing really existed except that 
which was spiritual, and, in the third place, 
they could say there was behind the universe 
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eg mind, a will, a purpose, which were God, and 
that the whole purpose oí this material 
universe was they should eo work and labour 
that their organisations and systems would 
express that tremendous purpose of God. As 
a matter of fact, they could not separate the 
material from the spiritual. 

Continuing, she said that what was wrong 
with the tremendous wealth they had was 
that in the past the spirit behind it to a large 
extent had been wrong. When “Christ gave 
to the great multitude His eternal challenge— 
‘Seek ye first the Kingdom of God and 
all things shall be added to you,” 
He did not mean, as some of their 
forefathers thought, that they should put up 
with every kind of evil in this world, as it 
did not really matter, and then go to a 
wonderful Heaven, Surely, what He meant 
was: Beek ye first that state of affairs in 
which men will recognise the brotherhood of 
man and having got the right spirit, then 
all these things will be added on to you. 
Having dealt with the exploitation of the 
weak in the industrial sont in the wast, she 
said that to-day they dreamed dreams anew— 
a greater dream than this world had seen for 
many years, a real dream of their industrial 
order removed from that wrong spirit, and 
a dream that a right spirit. would really 
blossom out into better conditions—an indus- 
trial order which would be based, not upon 
personal profit of either employer our em- 
ployed only, but on two motives running 
together the motive of service and the 
motive of private gain. 


THE MOTIVE OF SERVICE. 

There should be tremendous stress on 
motive of service. Industries existed for ser- 
vice, and did not exist only for the private 
profit of any one person. ‘It provided the 
community with the things the community 
needed, That was the primary’ object of in- 
dustry, and that should be the great tre- 
mendous motive which should lead all those 
other motives. They had a dream that this

STIMULATING THE DEMAND. 


(From Our Betrast CORRESPONDENT.) 

The steady improvement in the Irish linen 
industry is reflected in the increased export 
of linen goods of all kinds and the gradual 
decrease in the number of persons unemployed 
in the various branches of the industry, It 
is generally admitted that linen prices are 
now as low as they can be expected to go 
for a considerable time, in view of the price 
of cotton goods and the conditions of the flax 
supply. In some descriptions of household 
goods linen articles are cheaper than the 
cotton equivalent, and housekeepers, as well 
as the large hotels and shipping companies 
are taking advantage of this rather unusual 
position of affairs by placing orders for larger 
quantities of linen. The demand for dress 
linen has also reached remarkable dimensions, 
particularly from America and the Dominions. 

The total export of linen-piece s of all 
kinds for April, according to the Board of 
Trade returns, was\10,J45,200 square yards, 
valued at £734,404. e heavy shipments of 
dress linens to the United States is reflected 
in the. figures for that country, which were 
6.617.200 square yards last month, making 
96,323.800 square yards for the four months. 
The United States is the largest market for 
Irish linen and this total for the four months 
is practically equal to half the exports to the 
United States for the whole of 1923, and is 
greater than the whole of the exports to the 
United States for 1921. Other markets show 
little sign of expansion. In Colonial markets, 
Sustralia took 579,800 square yards, New 
Zealand, 89,900; British East Indies. 173,20; 
Canada, 448,700; and British Souta Afriva, 
84,100. South American markets were fair, 
the Argentine taking 126,500 square yards, 
Brazil, 181,300; Cuba, 360,500; Mexico, 
Columbia and Panama, 35,100. Eevpt took 
254.200 square yards, France, 28,500; tf 
59,000; Belgium, 24,200; Switzerland, 15,200; 
and Denmark, 85,400. The’ value of table 
linen not in piece exported was £108,801, of 
handkerchiefs, £77,862; and of linen thread 
£68,786. ; i i 

The amount of flax imported during April 
shows a slight increase; 5,501 tons, valued at 
£380,760, were imported, and 1,192 tons of 
tow, valued at £81,206. i 

Esthonia and Latvia were responsible for 
1,688 tons of the flax received, while Russia 
sent 323 tons of flax and 251 tons of tow. 
When it is remembered that before the war 
— (including the Baltic States) supplied 
about three-quarters of the flax for the Irish 
spinning mills, it will be realised that the 
imports are still very short of the pre-war 
figures. The Irish flax markets are practically 
closed for the present season. In the few 
recently held flax prices showed an upward 
tendency, and advances of ls. to 2s. per stone 
were recorded, the prices ranging from 17s. to 
20s. per stone. Northern Ireland farmers in- 
tend to cultivate more flax than last year, as 
they believe that the prices that will be ab- 
tainable for flax will make it a remunerative 
crop. In the immediate future there is every 
prospect of the demand for dress linen we 
maintained. Weavers are clearing off ol 
orders booked some months ago, and there 
are a number of inquiries for dress goods for 
the new season. Damask weavers are getting 
more business, and household goods generally 
are in demand, and, although this is usually 
a siack period of the year, the outlook is 
eens and bel gig ber amount of business 
1as been recei Various suggestions have 
been made for stimulating the demand for 
linen in the home market, the Dominions, and 
also in India, and these are being considered. 
An all-linen week in Belfast on the occasion 
of the Royal visit of the Duke and Duchess 
of York in July «is one of the suggestions 
which is meeting with much approval. 


LATE CANON SCALLY. 
—-x-- ——— 
PLANS FOR A MEMORIAL. 


A plan to perpetuate the memory of the 
late Very Rev. non. Scaily, P.P., by the 
erection of a marble slab with a suitable in- 
scription in the church, and to execute neces- 
sary repairs and renovations to the priests’ 
house, the church and the schools of the 
parish, was placed before a public meeting 
held in the Church of St. Nicholas of Myra, 
Francis street, Dublin, yesterday. 

The Right Rev. Mgr. Hickey, D.D., P.P., 
V.G., who presided, said that the parish was 
onc of the most ancient in the diocese. It 
went back to a period long prior to 1709. 
Previous to 1709 it had been a Monual Parish, 
the Archbishops ruling it through an Ad- 
ministrator. Amongst the names of parish 
priests of St. Nicholas of Myra during the 
ast century were :—Rev. Matthew Flanagan, 
afterwards Archdeacon, who built the church 
as it now stands (1827-56); Very Rev. Canon 
MacCabe (1856-65), later on Cardinal-Arch- 
bishop of Dublin; Canon Daniel (1878-95), and 
Canon Scally (1895-1923). Of all these illus- 
trious men, none was held in greater esteem 
than the later Pastor of the parish. 

_ Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, Archbishop of Dub- 
lin, in a letter to Father Hayden, wrote — 
“1 received the report which you intend to 
put before your parishioners on Sunday. It 
> me that the inevitable effects of time are 
showing very steadily in all your parochial 
buildings—the church, schools, and the resi- 
dence of the clergy. A good deal of restora- 
tion will be required to save all these build- 
ings from further and immediate decay. At 
the present time such restoring work is very 
expensive. However, I am sure that when 
your parishioners realise the necessity of the 
work you are undertaking, they will give you 
all the help in their power.”

CANADA’S BUDGET. 
——s—xsis 
TARIFFS FOR REVENUE 
PURPOSES ONLY. 


.. OTTAWA, Friday. 

By a large majority the Dominion House of 
Commons carried the Budget resolutions 
of the Government. The Progressives and 
Liberals, with five exceptions—four Liberals 
and one Progressive—voted in favour of the 
Budget, while the Conservatives voted solidly 
against it. i 

After the dinner recess, the Premier dealt 
at some length with the tariff history of 
Canada, pete that the Liberal Party had 
consistently stood for low, rather than high, 
tariffs, based on the principle of revenue 
rather than on that of protection, and having 
always in mind the reduction of the living 
and production costs, and avoiding ‘‘ extremes 
of Toryism and too great Radicalism.’’ 

At the last General Election, he said, the 
total vote showed only a little over one 
million for the tariff policy enunciated by the 
Conservatives, against the combined vote of 
the Progressives and Liberals for lower 
tariffs, totalling over two millions. 

Respecting the effect of depreciated 
currencies on the protection now given by 
tariff, Mr. ‘Mackenzie King said that expert 
and minute examination was being given to 
this subject. by the Department of Finance. 
He announced that the Government was in 
sympathy with the view expressed by many 
members of the House to establish a Board 
of Experts to give continuous attention ‘to 
tariff matters, so that the Minister 
of Finance, in making changes in the 
tariff, should have the fullest and most 
exact knowledge of the situation in al! its 
bearings. The Government also intended to 
appoint a board to investigate and study 
various modes of taxation. 

The Prime Minister continued—‘“‘ The policy 
of the Liberal Party is proceeding step by 
step towards the goal of greater freedom in 
matter of trade, never imposing a duty for 
protection’s sake, but always acting on the 
principle or basis of a tariff for revenue, and 
revenue only. So long as we have the mort- 
gage of the total capital cost of the war on 
our country’s wealth and industry, revenue 
must be raised, and much of it, by a tariff. 
The tariff cannot be abolished, but can be 
made on a revenue, not on a protection,

r. Crerar, the former Progressive leader, 
declared that the gospel of high protection 
to which the Conservatives were committed 
would never be favourably received in 
Western Canada.

“The demand in Canada for University 
education ig extraordinari] reat, and the 
Government are determined. t at it shall be 
satisfied.’’ 

This statement was made by Dr. Robert 
Charles Wallace, Professor of Geology and 
Mineralogy in the University of Manitoba, 
Winnipeg, and President of the Canadian 
Institute of Mining and. Metallurgy, inter- 
viewed in London the other day. 

Dr. Wallace, a Scotsman, who went to the 
Middle West after a brilliant career in Eng- 
land fourteen years ago, and who is in London 
to represent the Canadian Institute at the 
Imperial Mining Conference, to be held at 
the British Empire Exhibition at Wembley, 
said it was remarkable how Canadian young 
men and women would work and save in 
order to gratify their ambition for learning. 

“I think it a fact,” he went on, “that 
about 85 per cent. of the students are almost 
entirely working their way through the Uni- 
versity—that is to say, that during vacations 
they are taking on jobs and saving part of 
their wages in order that they may be able to 
live and study during term. There are no 
‘loose ends.’ Once students are through the 
University, and have taken their degrees, 
they SHE rapidly to absorb in commercial 
or professional callings. Throughout the 
Dominion, but perhaps in the West particu- 
larly, with the acquisition of a higher 
education seems to be developed the impulse 
of service to the State.

THE NEW NINE HOLES. 


Fortwilliam Club, Belfast. has extended its 
course to eighteen holes by acquiring, on a 
long lease, sufficient ground on the Graymount 
Estate, Antrim road. The club is one of the 
most successful and enterprising in the city, 
and its finances have om so carefully 
managed that the new extension and the 
heavy cost involved in the construction of 
greens, etc., will be met without either in- 
creasing the subscriptions or making any call 
upon the members. The additional nine holes 
have now been completed, and the official 
opening will take place within the next few 
weeks, In order to have two nine-hole loops, 
each commencing at the club house, the original 
nine holés have been slightly rearranged. The 
first five are played on the old course, with 

tactically no alteration. After leaving the 

fth green the player will cross Gray s lane 
and the new ground entered just beside the 
lodge at Graymount. The new sixth is 
played uphill and out to the right, and 
though not much over 300 yards it will be a 
more difficult 4 than it looks. The green 1s 
approached over a stream, which makes an 
admirable hazard. The new seventh tee is 
beautifully placed near Graymount, and is 
played to a green near the entrance es a 
distance of yards. A correctly placed 
drive will be required to make the approach 
at all easy. Gray’s lane is again crossed at 
the same iron swing-gates used on entering 
the new portion of the course, and the old 
sixth and seventh are played ag the new eighth 
and ninth. A new tee has been placed in 
front of the club house, and the hole played 
from there to the old eighth green becomes the 
tenth, and this hole, which has been extended 
to 400 yards, is now a bogey 5. It will cer- 
tainly be a great advantage to have the first 
and tenth tees at the club house, and the 
designers of the coursa have acted wisely in 
putting two holes of the first nine in the 
new portion of ground in order that this may 
be achieved. From the tenth green Gray s 
lane'is again crossed, and the eleventh played 
up towards the Antrim road. This should be 
an easy 4 if the approach is carefully played. 

The twelfth fairway runs along the Northern 
boundary of the new ground, and requires @ 
drive of good length. hugging the boundary. 
Even then the approach is sufficiently diffi- 
cult to cause anxiety to the most confident 
saw: of the mashie. The green is tucked 
behind the corner of one of the two ponds 
on the course, and nothing but a perfect ap- 
proach has any chance of getting the 4. Most 
players would elect to play to the left and 
chip on for a 5. The thirteenth is a one-shot 
hole to the green over the ground on which 
an old corn mill stood. The length of this 
hole can be varied, and, according to the 
wind, may be anything from a jigger to a full 
shot. The fourteenth is slightly angled, and 
is played from close to the new sixth green 
past the left of the ponds to a green 
close ‘to Antrim road. This is a 
bogev 5, and requires a correctly 
placed drive and second, The fifteenth isa hole 
a little over 200 yards played back towards 
the eleventh tee and is given as a 3, but 
even a scratch man will require to do 
nothing wrong to get the hole in this figure. 
The sixteenth is to the left, and the tee shot 
is played down to the old sunken road. Ex- 
cept to very long hitters who can place the 
ball ‘accurately, the green is hidden for the 
approach, as it lies downhill towards the lane. 
A fine built-up tee has been made for the 
seventeenth, which is played towards Cave- 
hill, almost parallel to the lane, to a green 
near the eleventh tee. The length of this 


hole is 275 yards, and should present no. 


difficulties. The lane is re-crossed by the 
same gateway, and the old ninth is played as 
the eighteenth to the club house. 

The bogey, 36 and 37=73, is by no means 
easy, and the course will be found a good 
test for length and accuracy. The natural 
beauty of the old course and its surround. 
ings—the Cavehill towering on one side and 
a magnificent view of Belfast Lough on the 
other—are known to practically all golfers in 
the North. The new nine holes are quite as 
delightful from both a golfing and scenic point 
of view. Owing to the extension of the 
course, new members are being admitted. The 
club house has been considerably enlarged, 
and new locker rooms, with ample accommo- 
dation, have been provided.
